One night when Willat was at- 
tending “Jubilee,” starring Mary 
boland in New York, he was at- 
tracted to a young actor named 
Charles Brokaw. An _ interview 
proved profitable for Willat as Bro- 
kaw opined that he was willing to 
go to Hollywood to appear in mo- 
tion pictures but before his trip, 
he was contracted to play a lead- 
ing role in “The Great Waltz” at 
the Center theatre. 

Immediately following the en- 
gagement, Brokaw came to Holly- 
wood and began rehearsing for his 
role as Oakhurst in “The Luck of 
Roaring Camp.” It was a _ wise 
choice made by Willat after Dunlap 
saw the first day’s rushes. For 
Brokaw looked exactly like Bret 
larte’s Oakhurst.

After playing in stock in Denver 
Cleveland and St. Louis, Davis 
came to Hollywood and made his 
screen debut in “All Quiet on the 
Western Front.”

Against the picturesque back- 
ground of the gold rush in Cali- 
tornia, Bret Harte’s immortal “The 
Luck of Roaring Camp” opened 
last might at. thes. Theatre. 
Crammed full of adventure, ro- 
mance and photographic beauty, 
this production has been repro- 
duced faithfully by Monogram 
from the noted author’s story. 

There are very few periods in 
the history of the United States 
that contain such colorful material 
as the days of the raucous Cali- 
fornia gold rush. Against this 
thrilling background, Monogram 
has made a picture that is not only 
inspiring from an educational view- 
point but from entertainment value 
as well. 

The cast, headed by three out- 
standing actors, Owen Davis, Jr., 
Joan Woodbury and Charles Bro- 
kaw, is exceptional. As Davy, 
young Davis brings a sincere and 
sympathetic character to _ the 
screen. This is by far his best role 
in motion pictures so far.
